A good-s zed sponge is cu t into frag­ 
m ents and attached to stones. In a certain 
tim e th e sponge holds to its new base and 
grows. 
This m ethod has been tried in th e 
M editerranean, bu t so far w ith indifferent 
success. 
Ita i a i sponge fis e rn e s were o p ­ 
posed to this artificsl culture, and de­ 
stroying th e cuttings. 
Tfce grow th of the 
sponge, as is quite n atcral, seems to be 
more rapid in tidew ays, because th e food 
on w hich the sponge lives and thrives is 
conveyed to it under these cocriitions in 
larger quantities. 
T he eponces which will 
be exhibited were grown in Key W est, and 
in quite shallow w ater. 
F or the culture of 
sponges, which is quite as feasible an en­ 
terprise as th a t of the oyster, it w ill be, 
however, necessary th a t some legislative 
enactm ents shall be enforced on the Flo­ 
ridian coasts, giving protection to those 
who engage in th is novel business. 
I t is 
not generally know n th a t for excellence the 
natural sponges grown on the F lorida coast 
are among the beat in th e m arket. § Though 
not as delicate in stru ctu re as th e M editer­ 
ranean Bponges, they are m uch more last­ 
ing. 
M ethods of preparing spoegea seem, 
however, to be very crude and prim itive, 
and there is no doubt th a t w ith more 
scientific m ethods th e quality of sponges 
could be im proved.

sincerely attached to the principles of the 
Republican party have deserted it for the 
camp of the opposition. 
No one denies 
th a t there has been discontent, and it has 
uniformly grown out of the attem pt of 
" bosses ” to rule, and the ignoring by such 
of the wishes and counsels of the indepen­ 
dent element, which is the chief factor in 
the composition of the party.

I t is evident that the crank must receive 
very different treatm ent hereafter from the 
consideration accorded him in the past. 
Experience has now taught us th at people 
are in far less danger from the raving ma­ 
niac than from the merely cranky indi­ 
vidual whose wits are just sufficiently 
muddled to lead him to do murder when 
least Buspected of homicidal intent. 
The 
insane asylums cannot receive and keep, 
under present laws, those who are not 
dangerous to be at large, or are able, not­ 
withstanding their unbalanced minds, to 
take care of themBelvea. 
B at it is this 
very class of people who seek out and 
shoot down victims, as did the crank 
Brennan in Boston on Monday, and as 
have a score of others from the date of 
Guiteau’s crime to this day. This creature 
Brennan, it appears, had three other per­ 
sons in view whom it was “ his m ission” 
to murder, and the Governor of Massachu­ 
setts was one of these. 
The theory of Dr. 
Hammond, and, since his expression, of 
other eminent physicians, is evidently cor­ 
rect, th at severe punishment of cranks will 
diminish crankiness. 
The whole tribe is 
susceptible to fear, and may be lestrained 
by the menace of punishment. 
But the 
laws must be reformed which permit the 
crank to go at large. 
It is better that the 
whole tribo be locked up than th at a single 
life be sacrificed th at they may enjoy 
liberty.

T hat Germany was to be frightened by 
threats of retaliation on our part, we have 
not believed. 
She has condemned the 
importation

American 
pork,

it. 
So far from relaxing her absurd em­ 
bargo, it develops that she has exerted her 
influence upon the Grecian Government 
to take a like course, and so American 
hog products have been excluded from 
Greece.

one, and can be made much more impor­ 
tant by shutting American producers out 
of the competitive field. 
This is the pith 
of the whole m atter.

country with such tariff schedules as ours 
has, is in no condition to talk about com­ 
mercial retaliation.

Responsive Statem ent.—Officer Jackson 
returned yesterday from * a trip to an ad­ 
joining county, where he had traced a bur- 
glit io i^ b is city. Calling at this office 
he desires it stated that while he does not 
wish to publish a card about bis official 
doings or the performance of his duties, he 
desires that it be stated, in reference to the 
card of H. C. Hotfilter, published duriDg 
his absence, that he did notkiog whatever 
in working up the ease complained of that 
he waB not fully authorized by law to do, 
and which he did not deem necessary, and 
for the best interests of the public ssrvice, 
in the detection of crime; that in the 
prosecution of his duties no regard is 
ever 
paid to the fact whether a 
person 
concerned 
is 
an 
American- 
born citizen or otherwise; that in the 
case referred to, he had succeeded after 
several days and nights of hard work, in 
tracing, as he believed, and as a party ar­ 
rested for burglary had already confessed, a 
portion of the stolen jewelry as having been 
sold to Hotfilter for old gold ; that a portion 
of the jewelry thus purchased by Hotfilter 
was melted after Jackson had been once at 
his place of business, and while be was tak­ 
ing steps to prove its identity, (hereby en­ 
tirely destroying necessary evidence; that 
after the great trouble he had been to in fol­ 
lowing up the case and arresting a guilty 
party, he was greatly exasperated at being 
thus defeated at the last moment by the con­ 
duct of Hotfilter in melting the ring, and 
felt justified in denouncing the act, which he 
acknowledges to have done in vigorous terms; 
that the burglary having been confessed by 
a party then in the city prison, and by rea­ 
son of the facts stated, he was acting with 
due authority of law in taking the person to 
the police station to whom it was claimed 
the jewelry had been sold, for the purpose of 
identification, and haring done so to release 
him ; also that the case will be duly inves­ 
tigated in a short time by the Courts, upon 
the results of which, Mr. Jackson states, he 
relies for his full vindication in the matter. 
American R iver B rid ie S uit.—The Bid- 
Itti'i of yesterday says : “ John T. Card­ 
well has filed a bill in equity in the United 
States Circuit Court against the American 
Bridge Company, wl;ich sets forth that be is 
the owner of a ranch of 4,000 acres on the 
north branch of the American river, opposite 
the town of Folsom, worth §75,000. which 
has & river frontage of two miles. He is also 
the owner of a steamer called the Daisy and 
a barge for the navigation of said riverk car­ 
rying freight and pa3seDgers from Ids ranch 
landing to Sacramento city. But he is pre­ 
cluded from navigating the river by reason of 
a bridge constructed by the defendant com­ 
pany across the river atiout a mile and a half 
above its mouth, in which there is no draw 
or opening which will permit vessels to navi­ 
gate the river. The Court is asked to adjudge 
said bridge a nuisanoe, as it obstructs free 
navigation of the river, and to cause the re­ 
moval qf the 3am*. ”

The county government bill passed by the 
recent Legislature will, when it goes into 
operation, make some radical changes in 
county governments, and especially in the 
Board of Supervisors. Each county must 
bave a Board of Supervisors, consisting of 
five members, which will reduce the mem­ 
bership of the Board of this county by two 
at the next election. The present Boards 
are directed to district their respective coun­ 
ties into five Supervisor Districts, as nearly 
eqnal in population as may be, before the first 
Monday in September, 18S4. 
Section 15 of the new law provides that at 
the general election to be held in the year 
1884 a full Board of Supervisors must be 
chosen in each county. They shall so classify 
themselves by lot that three of them shall 
hold cffice for four years, and two of them for 
two years. The Supervisors elected at the 
general election in 1886, and every two years 
thereafter, shall hold office for four years. 
They shall take their office on the first Mon­ 
day after the first day of January after their 
election. Three members of the Board will 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but no act c-f the Board shall be 
valid or binding unless! three members con­ 
cur therein. 
The Board is prohibited from considering 
any 
CLAIM OR DEMAND AGAINST THE COUNTY 
That is not filed with the Clerk at least one 
day prior to the session at which it is asked 
to bo beard. Section 21 requires the Chair­ 
man and Clerk of the Beard, immediately 
after the adjournment of each meeting of the 
Board, to prepare and certify duplicate lists 
of all claims allowed and orders made for the 
payment of money, one of said lists to be left 
with the Auditor and another with the Treas­ 
urer. The demands which are now sent to 
the Auditor, and from which he draws the 
warrants, are required to be filed by the Clerk 
of the Board. 
The Treasurer is prohibited from paying 
or indorsing any warrant nntil he has re­ 
ceived the certified list from the Board, and 
the Auditor is prohibited from drawing any 
warrant until he has received the said cer­ 
tified list of the claims allowed. 
In addition to the record books now kept 
by the Board they are required to keep a 
franchise book, containing all franchises 
granted by them, for what purpose, the 
length of time, and to whom granted, the 
amount of bond and license tax required ; 
and also an ordinance book, in which must he 
entered all ordinances or laws duly passed by 
the Board, and a road book, containing all 
proceedings and adjudications relating to tbe 
establishment, maintenance, change and dis­ 
continuance of roads and road districts. 
THE GENERAL POWERS 
Of the Board of Supervisors directs that they 
shall supervise the official conduct of all 
county officers, of all districts and other sub­ 
divisions of tbe county charged with the as­ 
sessing, collecting, safe keeping, management 
or disbursement of the public revenues, and 
to examine and andit at least every six 
months the accounts of such officers ; main­ 
tain, regulate and govern public pounds, fix 
the limits within which animals shall not run 
at large, and appoint Poundkeepers, who 
shall be paid out of the fines imposed and col­ 
lected of the owners of impounded animals, 
and from no other source ; establish a salary 
fund and such other county funds as they 
may deem necessary for the proper transac­ 
tion of the county's business ; provide for the 
inspection, measurement or graduation of any 
merchandise, manufecture or commodity, and 
to appoint the necessary officers therefor. 
Heretofore the contracts for 
. 
ADVERTISING AND STATIONERY 
Supplies have been let to the lowest respon­ 
sible bidder. The new law provides that the 
Board of Supervisors shall annually fix the 
price at which the county shall bo supplied 
witb job printing, stationery and blank book?, 
and alio the price of all county advertising, 
and each county officer shall procure such 
supplies and advertising at a price no greater 
than is so fixed, and certify tbe bills therefor 
to the Board of Supervisors; provided, that 
said supplies and advertisements shall be pro­ 
cured within the county when practicable, 
and provided that a square of advertising 
shall be 240 ems nonpareil. 
The Board is directed to cause to be pub­ 
lished a semi-annual statement of tbe finan­ 
cial condition of the county, showing in detail 
the expenditures authorized duriDg the pro­ 
ceeding six months, and after each eesaion of 
the Board a fair statement of all their pro­ 
ceedings. The Board is authorized to regu­ 
late the storage of gunpowder and other ex­ 
plosives as the safety and protection of the 
lives and property of individuals may re­ 
quire. The Board is authorized to provide 
for the appointment of an 
ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY, 
If in their jadgment it may be necessary for 
the proper discharge of the duties of tbe 
District Attorney, and to allow such Assist­ 
ant District Attorney compensation for his 
services as they may determine, not to exceed 
the snm §1,500 per annum. 
It hie been customary for the Board to 
pass ordinances to take effect immediately 
upoif their passage, but under the new law 
no ordinance shall take effect until at least 
fifteen days after its passage. 
The trouble which the Board of this 
county have experienced with regard to the 
erection of the 
HALL OF RECORDS 
la intended to be obviated by Sections 38 and 
39 of the new law, which read as follows : 
Section 38. Whenever the Board of Super­ 
visors shall have adopted plans and specifica­ 
tions for the erection, alteration, construc­ 
tion or repair of any public building, bridge 
or other public structure, Buch plans and 
specifications shall not be altered or changed 
in any manner whereby the cost of such 
building, bridge or structure shall ’ be in­ 
creased, unless they shall first so order by a 
vite of four-fifths of their number. 
Section 39. Whenever tbe Board of Super­ 
visors shall have entered into a contract for 
the erection, construction, alteration or repair 
of any public building, bridge or other public 
structure, such contract shall not be altered 
or changed in any manner unless they shall 
by a vote of four-fifths of their number, and 
with the consent ot the contractor, first so 
order. And whenever any such c h a D g e or al­ 
teration shall be so ordered, the particular 
change or alteration shall be specified in 
writing, and the coBt thereof agreed upon be­ 
tween tho Board and the contractor. In no 
case shall the Board ever pay or become lia­ 
ble to pay for any extra work done on such 
buildings or public structures. 
The Board of Supervisors are required to 
prescribe tbe amount in which county officers 
must execute OFFICIAL BONDS , 
Before entering upon the discharge cf the 
duties of their respective offices, before the 
first Monday of September, 1884, while the 
Judge or Judges of the Superior Court shall 
prescribe the amouut if the bond of each 
member of the Board of Supervisors. 
Supervisors are authorized to consolidate 
the offices of Sheriff and Tax Collector; 
Auditor and Recorder ; County Clerk, Audi­ 
tor and Recorder; County Clerk and Re­ 
corder ; County Clerk and Auditor; Treas­ 
urer and Tax Collector ; and Public Admin­ 
istrator and Coroner, when the public service 
requires it. In that event the holder of the 
consolidated office receives the salaries of 
both offices, as fixed by the late Legislature. 
THE TIME OF HOLDING MEETINGS 
Of the Board of Supervisors under the pres­ 
ent law is for five days, twice a month, be­ 
ginning on the first and third Mondays of 
each month. Section 22 of the new law pro­ 
vides that the Board of Supervisors must by 
ordinance provide for the holding of regular 
meetings cf the Board at their respective 
county seats. 
The remaining powers of the Board not 
enumerated above are substantially the same 
as provided under the old law. Evidently 
fearirg that something might have been 
omitted, subdivision 35 of Section 25 was 
added, which 
- SWEEPS THE FIELD. 
Referring to the general powers of the 
Board, it reads: “ To do and perform all 
other acts and things required by law not in 
this Act enumerated, cr which may be neces­ 
sary to the full discharge of the duties of the 
legislative authority of the county govern­ 
ment.” 
The following county officers must reside 
at the county seat of their respective coun­ 
ties : TheCounty Clerk, Auditor, Recorder, 
Sheriff," District Attorney and Treasurer. 
The old law also required the Tax Collector 
and the Judge of the Superior Court to re­ 
side at the county seat. 
The duties of the Sheriff, Csunty Clerk, 
Auditor, Recorder, Tax Collector, District 
Attorney, Assessor, Treasurer and Superin­ 
tendent of Schools under the new law do not 
differ materially from the present, excepting 
in connection with the Board of Supervisors, 
as previously mentioned. 
The loose way in which business has always 
been done in the offices of C-oroner and Pub­ 
lic Administrator is to be rectified. 
Section 149 provides that it shall be the 
duty of the Coroner of each county to keep 
an cffirial register, te be labeled 


“ OOBONEB’3 REGISTER,” 
In which he shall enter the date of holding 
all inquests, the name of the deceased, when 
known and when not; such description of the 
deceased as may be sufficient for identifica' 
tion ; property found on the person ot de 
ceased, if any ; what disposition was made of 
the same by the Coroner; the cause of death 
when known, and such other information as 
may pertain to the identity of the deceased. 
Section 150 reads as follows : “ The Cor­ 
oner most, within thirty» days after an in­ 
quest upon a dead body, deliver to the 
County Treasurer, or the legal representa­ 
tives of the deceased, any money or other 
property found upon the body, and at the 
same time file au affidavit with the Treasurer, 
showing: (1) The amount of money or other 
properly belonging to the estate of the de­ 
ceased person, which has come into bis pos­ 
session since his last statement. (2) The 
disposition made of such property.” 
The Public Administrator will be com­ 
pelled to keep books through which the 
Grand Jury can inquire into the business of 
the office, and not be brought to a standstill, 
as recited by the late Grand Jury of Sacra­ 
mento county. The law provides that it shall 
be tbe dnty of the Public Administrator to 
keep a book, to be labeled 
“ REGISTER OF PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR,” 
In which he shall enter the name of every 
deceased person on whose estate he shall ad­ 
minister, the date of granting letters, money 
received, the property appraisei and its 
value, proceeds of all sales of property, the 
amount of his fees, the expenses of adminis­ 
tration, the amount of estate after all charges 
and expenses bave been paid, the disposition 
of property on distribution, the date of dis­ 
charge of administrator, and Buch other mat­ 
ters as may be necessary to give a full and 
complete history of each estate administered 
by him. 
For the purpose of regulating 
THE COMPENSATION OF ALL OFFICERS 
Provided for, the several counties of the 
State are classified according to their popula­ 
tion as ascertained by the Federal census 
taken in the year 1880, into 48 classes. Sac­ 
ramento belongs in the fourth class, “ con­ 
taining a population of 34,000 and under 
35,000.” The various officers of this county 
wiil receive salaries per annum as follows : 
County Clerk, §6.000 ; Sheriff (ex officio Tax 
Collector). 810,000 ; Auditor (ex officio Re­ 
corder), §5,000 ; Treasurer, §2,000 ; Assessor, 
86,000 and fees ; District Attorney, 83.000; 
Coroner, fees ; Public Administrator, fees ; 
Superintendent of Schools, SI.800; Sur­ 
veyor, fees ; Justices of the Peace, fees; 
Constables, fees ; Supervisors, 850 per month 
and 10 cents per mile in traveling to and from 
county seat; provided that mileage shall not 
be allowed cftener than once in each month. 
This reduces the salary of the Supervisors 
one-ha! f. The Sheriff receives §1,000 per an­ 
num more than at present. The Auditor and 
Recorder now receives §3,500, and the county 
paj s §1,500 for one deputy, which amounts to 
the tame as under the new law. The Asses­ 
sor’s compensation is §1,500 and fees, and the 
county pays the deputiee. Af er the present 
term he must pay his deputies. The compen­ 
sation of the Superintendent of Schools is 
increased §200 per annum. 
There is some doubt as to the time when 
the new law goes into effect, but the general 
impression is, and District Attorney Carey 
expresses it as his opinion, that all of the pro­ 
visions of this Act, save those excepted, 
GO INTO EFFECT 
On the sixtieth day after its passage. The 
only provisions made in the Act for its ever 
going into effect are Sections 181 and 182, 
which are as follows : 
Section 181. Any provision of this Act 
creating a county office in any county shall 
not (except for election pu poses) take effect 
prior to the first Monday after the first day 
of January, 1885. 
Section 182. The provisions of this Act, so 
far as it relates to the fees and salaries of all 
officers named, except Justices of the Peace 
and constablee, shall not affect the present in­ 
cumbents ; provided, that when the salary of 
any 6uch officer, or fees in Keu of Buch salary, 
is not now fixed by law, the same shall as to 
such officer take effect immediately. 
The opinion given above is in accordance 
with an Act of the Legislature which pro­ 
vides that all laws, unless otherwise specified, 
shall go into effect on the sixtieth day after 
their passage. 
The Supreme Court has decided that the 
word "passage,” in this connection, means 
approved (1 Cab, 406), and as this Act was 
approved on March 14th it will go into effect 
on the 13th of the present month, which is 
next Sunday.

HERBCHEL’S WEATHER TABLE. 
For Foretelling the Weather Throughout 
all the Lunations of Each Tear Forever. 
Frequent reference has recently been made, 
in weather reports and otherwise, to “ Her- 
schel’s Weather Table,” and although it is 
claimed by many well informed upon such 
lore, that Herschel denied having had any­ 
thing to do with the table, or in formulating 
the directions for making predictions there­ 
from, it has nevertheless continued to be 
called his handiwork, and to be regarded 
with much interest by many who seek to 
know in advance what the weather is to be. 
The table, as originally published, and which 
was given “ for foretelling the weather 
throughout all the lunationB of each year for­ 
ever,” was as follows : 
This table and the accompanying remarks 
are the result of many years’ actual obser­ 
vation, the whole beiDg constructed on a 
due consideration of the attraction of the 
sun and moon, in their several positions re­ 
specting the earth, and will, by simple in­ 
spection, show tha observer what kind of 
weather will most probably follow the en­ 
trance of the moon into any of its quar­ 
ters, and that so near the truth as to be 
seldom or never found to fail: 
If the new moon, 
first quarter, full 
moon, or last quar­ 
ter happens 
Between midnight 
and 2 o’clock..

Observations—1. The nearer the time of 
the moon’s change, first quarter, full and last 
quarter are to midnight, the fairer will be tbe 
weather during the next seven days. 
2. The space for this calculation occupies 
from 10 at night till 2 next morning, 
3. The nearer to midday or noon the 
phases of the moon happen, the more foul or 
wet weather may be expected during the next 
seven days. 
4. The space for this calculation occupies 
from 10 in the forenoon to 2 in the afternoon. 
These observations refer principally to the 
summer, though they affect spring and au­ 
tumn nearly in the same ratio. 
5. The moon’s change, first quarter, full 
and last quarter, happening durirg six of the 
afternoon hours, i. e.. from 4 to 10, may be 
followed by fair weather; but this is mostly 
dependent on the wind, &3 noted in the table. 
6. Though the weather, from a variety of 
irregular causes, is more uncertain in the lat­ 
ter part of autumn, the whole of winter, and 
the beginning of spring, yet in the main, the 
above observations will apply to those periods 
also.7. To prognosticate correctly, especially in 
those cases where the wind is concerned, the 
observer should be within eight of a good 
vane, where the four cardinal points of the 
heavens are correctly placed.

near that town a few days ago. 
It will be 
used as a delivery wagon by the Iowa City 
Republican. 
The Rev. John Jasper, theologian and 
astronomer, of Richmond, Ya., is a tall, 
angular, very black negro, w ith all the 
physical characteristics of his race. 
He is 
now nearly CO years old, and with advanc­ 
ing years tightens his grip upon the doc­ 
trine that “ de sun do m ove.” H is sermon 
on that Bubject has been repeated more 
than five hundred times, and yet “ draws ” 
as well as ever. 
Professor Sehliemann’s house is one of 
the sights of Athens. 
It is built of white 
marble and adorned with numerous statues 
of the same material. 
H e and his wife 
talk ancient Greek together, and have 
called their two children Andromachi and 
Agamemnon. 
Around the Professor cir­ 
culates a large body of erudite Germans. 
The Teutonic element is omnipotent in the 
Hellenic capital.

Queen Victoria is said to encourage agri" 
cnlture by entering the lists as a competitor 
at local fairs. The Emperorof China adopts 
a more patronizing policy, by once a year 
going with all his Ministers and plowing a 
furrow across a field. 
In this country we 
do thiugs differently. 
Hero the people are 
sovereign, and as a great many of them are 
farmers, they plow not one but many* mill, 
ion furrows every year. 
Dynam ite is a terrible substance, but 
there might be some use for it in Jewish 
circles, in exploding various errors into 
which som e-of oar co-religionists have 
fallen, and in getting rid of various nui­ 
sances which' incumber the synagogue and 
the Sabbath-scbool. 
How nice it would 
be to “ blow up ” some of the loud-mouthed 
“ bosses ” of the congregations aDd some 
of the fault-finders who look at everything 
through blue glass, and cast an evil eye 
upon everybody’s business.—[The Hebrew. 
Professor Reinsch thus gives the results 
of his researches regarding the manner in 
which coal has been formed.
